It was the forgetfulness of the claim 
of God upon their watchful service at 
all times that constituted one of the 
greatest dangers. besetting men and 
women when the war strain was 
removed by the return of peace. he 
stated.

USE OF RADIOGRAPHY 


IN TUBERCULOSIS 


Dr. John Duffy, of the Dublin City 
Public Health Department, last night 
advocated the use of mass radiography 
to detect tuberculosis in its early stages 
in the youth of Ireland, in a paper 
which he read tg the University Col- 
lege, Dublin, Students’ Medical Society. 

This system, he said, would save 
thousands from ‘the fatal effects of the 
disease and would be much quicker 
than the present method, by which the 
disease is treated only when it reaches 
the clinical stage. He ages the 
authorities of the Adelaide Hospital, 
which had installed a group investi- 
gation ge for its students last 
year. Special radiograph cameras 
which took pictures of postage stamp 
size, he added. were now in use in 
Britain, Australia, America, and on the 
Continent.

FIVE HOURS’ FIRE | 


IN GALWAY 
TENANTS JUMP FROM 


- WINDOWS 
; T ions fi people, the members 


‘seven families, had 
narrow -escapes from death in a 
burning four-storey tenement at 
Lombard street, Galway, yester- 
day morning. Many escaped by 
jumping from the windows, 
after throwing their children to 
the people on the pavement. 

Blankets and old sacks were used 
to catch those who jumped from 
windows, but a number of the terrified 
tenants fell on the footpath and 
sustained injuries which necessitated 
their removal to Galway Central 
Hospital. One child of 12 months old, 
Kitty Hair, sustained serious head in. 
Fon and is in a critical condition in 
iospital. The children rescued ranged 
in age from four months to nine years. 

The tenement was one of -the oldest 
in Galway, and, having been con- 
demned hy the medical officer, was due 
for demolition as soon as. alternative 
accommodation could be found for the 
occupants by the Corporation. The 
residents at the time of the fire were 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Laffey and one 
baby, Mrs. Patrick Hair and four 
children, Mrs. Mary McDonagh 
(widow) and two children, Mrs. Kate 
Keaveney,- her niece, Miss Delia 
Glennon,.and one child; Mrs. Margaret 


Laffey and five children, Mrs. J. 


1 O'Donoghue and two children, Mr. and 


Mrs. Patrick Quinn and five children. 

The fire, which started shortly after 
6 a.m., spread with alarming rapidity. 
and although the Galway Fire Brigade, 
under Mr, P. O'Flaherty, Borough Sur: 
veyor, and Captain Tim Duggan, were 
quickly on the scene and laid fourteen 
lines of hose, they were unable to check 
its headway, but succeeded in keeping 
it from enveloping adjacent buildings 
after a period of five hours. 

The alarm was given by Thomas 
Laffey, who noticed smoke in his room, 
who first got his wife and child to the 
street and then roused the other 
tenants. He brought some children to 
safety, and saw people jumping from 
windows and babies being thrown 
down. He helped to break their fall. 

Those detained in hospital are Mrs. 
Hair and her two children, Desmond 
and Kitty; Mrs. O’Donoghue and Mrs.

BRITISH TANKER 
TORPEDOED 


The tanker, British Mariner, which 
has been carrying American oil to 
Britain, was torpedoed and probably 
sunk- on October 20 during an attack 
on a convoy 250 miles west of Mon- 
rovia (Liberia), according to marine 
circles, says a Reuter telegram from 
New York. 

They report that the attack occurred 
near the spot where the American 
ship Lehigh was sunk the day before.

and is registered in London. 

Reuter also. reports that three 
Finnish freighters, the Hogland (4,360 
tons), the Auri (2,517 tons) and Cisie, 
have been sunk by Axis action in the 
Baltic, with a total loss of twenty 
lives, marine circles report in New 
York.

sible. He said that the number was 
about 700 out of a total of 1,800. 

One .of the largest meetings ever 
held. by the Irish Transport 
General Workers’ Union was held last 
night, at which employés of the com- 
pany, including strikers, attended, and 
a vote of confidence in the union’s 
executive was passed with acclamation. 
The president asked the men to resume 
work this morning. 


Mr. W. Murphy, secretary of the

reviewed the situation, and said that 
after the LT.G.W.U. had obtained 
certain benefits from the company for 
their men 21 of the remaining 28 mem- 
bers of the A T.G.W.U. had sent them 
a document setting out the terms on 
which they would join the Irish union. 
All the signatures to this, he said, 
were written in the same hand, and 11 
of the signatories~had since ‘epadiated 
the document.

An official of the company said 
yesterday that somebody had informed 
the police that conductors were carry- 
ing more than the legal number of 
passengers in some cases.

He appealed to shoppers, cinema-goers, 
etc., to avoid travelling at peak 
periods, and curtail their use of ‘buses 
to the minimum while the strike lasted.

BRITISH RAID ON 
SOUTHERN ITALY 


BOMBERS BLOW UP 
GOODS TRAIN 


Medium bombers on Monday last at- 
tacked and blew up a goods train near 
Cotrene, Southern Italy, while a rail- 
way bridge in the vicinity sustained 
direct hits. said Tuesday’s Royal Air 
Force Middle East communigué. 

Benghazi Harbour was attacked on 
the night of October 26-27 and again 
on Monday night. Fires were started 
in the workshops, and railway in- 
stallations and military buildings were 
bit. Raids are also reported by Naval 
aircraft on the anti-aircraft guns at 
Bardia. and on store-dumps near 
Gambut landing ground. British air- 
craft returned safely from all these 
operations. 

« In yesterday’s joint report, the High 
Command and Air Headquarters at 
Nairobi stated that on October 24 
‘‘an enemy patrol” from the Devar 
area was driven back by native forces, 


casualties, British aircraft on October

CAIRO, Tuesday.—Private James 
Heather Gordon, of the Australian 
Forces, has been awarded the Victoria 
Cross for ‘‘ most conspicuous gallantry 
in action on July 10th, 1941, near Djez- 
zine, during the operations in Syria, © 
it was announced to-day. 

Gordon is the second Australian to 
get the V.C. in this war. 

The citation said that, single-handed 
and on his own initiative, he charged a 
machine-gun post and killed four 
gunners with the bayonet after two 
officers and three other ranks had failed 
to demolish the _ post.—(Associated 
Press.)

Senator Josiah Bailey, Democrat,

tion, not only of the Church of Ireland. 


but also of the other Protestant churches, 


is declining in Eire. There are many 
reasons for this decline. some of which 
have been discussed at length in ‘the 
columns of this newspaper; but the fact 
which everv Irish Protestant must face 
squarely is that numbers are. falling 
rapidly, and that, apparently, nothing is 
heing done to stop the rot. At yesterday’s 
meeting of the Armagh Diocesan Synod, 
the Venerable A. Lockett Ford, Archdeacon 
of Armagh, declared that the Armagh 
Synod recognised, as apparently the Dublin 
Synod did not recognise, that the Church 
of Ireland “ was not a dying Church, but 
a living Church, which was making 


progress, and in which a great deal of | 


work was being done.” We do not deny 
for: a moment the force of Archdeacon 
Ford’s argument; but in the nature of 
things he is thinking more of the condition 
of affairs in the six counties of Northern 
Ireland than of the twenty-six counties of 
Eire. In this part of the country church 
populations are falling, not only because 
youhg people are leaving, or have left, 
Ireland for Great Britain and other parts 
of the British Empire, but also because 
the Church of Ireland, as a body, is not 
keeping in touch with the younger members 
of its flock. How many young. men and 
women nowadays go to church on Sundays? 
What is being done by the Church 
authorities, particularly in the rural 
areas, to give the young people a vital 
interest Church? Is it not a 
fact that in far too many cases the country 
clergy pursue a policy of laissez faire, 
allowing their parishes to lie fallow, and 
doing virtually nothing to stimulate 
youthful interest in the Church’s domestic 
affairs? 

There was a time when the Church: was 
a centre of local culture, when social and 
educational activities were encouraged by 
the clergy, when the Church was a living 
and vigorous influence in the life of every 
Can this proud claim be 
made to-day? We have no doubt that 
there are many eager and earnest 
‘tlergymen in the Church of Ireland at the 
moment; but there is some point in the 
‘criticism, which was made recently, that 
the present leaders of the Church are too 
old, and that they have lost touch with 
the younger generation. We believe iat 
there is a great future for Irish 
Protestantism, which already has made a

contribution to the life of the-Irish nation | 


out of all propurtion to its numerical 
strength... We believe that it has a part 
to play in the future even greater than 
that which it has played in the past; but 
its leaders must be up and doing. “he 
young men and women of the Protestant 
Churches must be encouragel to take a 
pride in their faith as well as in their 
nationality. They must be taught, while 
glorying in their religion, to take an active 
part in the life of the Irish nation, and 
to throw their gifts of intelligence, of 
energy and of constructive imagination 
into the common pool. It was suggested 
at the Armagh Synod yesterday that 
Drogheda Grammar School might have to 
be closed, and that twenty-five secondary 
pupils might be forced to receive their 
education from the Christian Brothers or 
at convent schools. Surely the Protestant 
Churches will not allow such an ancient 
institution as the Drogheda Grammar 
School to disappear through lack of 
financial support. The Church of Ireland 
has ample funds at its disposal, and the 
time has come when some of them ought 
to be made available for emergencies of 
this kind. The greatest: enemy of Irish 
Protestantism is its own complacency ; 
if something is not done, and done 
quickly, to shake it out of its self- 
satisfaction, one of themost potent factors 
for good in this country will have dis- 
appeared within the next few generations.

The ’Bus Strike 


The Dublin transport strike has reached 
serious dimensions. Yesterday, although 
the trams continued to run as usual, 
approximately half the D.U.T.C.’s ‘buses 
remained in their garages, and hundreds 
of people were compelled to walk to or 
from work. Like so many of the lightning 
strikes that have afflicted Irish industry 
during recent years, this stoppage is 
almost inexplicable. It began with the 
discharge of a handful of men and tho 
hasty formation of a “ Council of Action.”’ 
Then it received official sanction from 
the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, which is not recognised 
by the D.U.T.C., and whose membership 
within the Company has shrunk to single 
figures.

Americans in Uniform 


Now that America has embarked upon 
an extensive programme for defence, and 
has issued a number of propaganda films 
about life in the army in an attempt to 
persuade the young men of America that 
the army is a fine life, the people of this 
country have some opportunity of learning 
something about the appearance of the 
average American soldier. It is the proud 
boast of the United States Army Quarter- 
master Corps that the American soldier 
is “the best-dressed fighting man in the 
world.” The boast probably is justified, 
but if we are to believe the words of a 


writer in the Manchester Guardian, it is 


not altogether surprising, for the uniform 
of the average American soldier costs a 
great deal more than that of a soldier in 
any other.army. During the last year 
about $672,000,000 was spent on clothes 
for America’s standing army of 1,500,000 
men, which means an expenditure of 
roughly $448 per man. In simple English 


this means that the uniform of every 


soldier in the United States Army costs 
th: Government something like £100. It 
is doubtful whether the Americans will 
wish to continue to supply their troops 
with uniforms of so superior a quality ; 
for, while it is one thing to issue expensive 
uniforms to a small standing army, it is 
another thing to supply the same quality 
clothes to the army when every available 
young man in the whole of the United 
States has been drafted to one regiment 
or another, and the material for making 
the uniforms is beginning to cost twice 
as much as ever it cost. Modern uniforms, 
like war itself, have lost their glamour; 
the days when the new recruit could rush 
home in his new uniform to strut about 
in front of the family for hours like a 
peacock are gone for ever, and the soldier 
must now be satisfied with a uniform’ that 
is as unbeautiful—albeit as practical—as 
a pair of dungarees. _

M. DE LOUBAJAC’S 
PAINTINGS 
AN IMPRESSION 


From a man who chooses a packing-crate 
as a mode of transport across the Irish Sea 
one would expect something extreme in the 
way of art. Consequently I went to M. 
Maurice de Loubajac's exhibition at the 
Gorry Galleries yesterday fully expecting to 
see an array of strange modernistic produc- 
tions—surrealism, perhaps, or a later variety 
of gongorism. Instead, I found a collection 
of paintings which might easily have been 
áil or in the local art school. I am not 
referring to the quality of the painting, but 
I mean that the grass was green, the sky 
blue, the trees stood right-way-up, and 
everything in unbelievably apple-pie order. 

Those who go seeking sensationalism in 
painting will be disappointed, but most of the 
pictures are of the type which would look 
well over the mantelpiece, which is as good 
a test as any for art. Quite epart from M. 
Loubajac's: own box-office appeal, this ex- 
hibition should draw large crowds; for there 
are a few Irish landscapes “ai us our 
own country through the eyes of a foreigner, 
and a few paintings of; London showing the 
effect of air raid damage. 

It would be idle to single out any par- 
ticular paintings for mention; none of them 
is particularly exciting, every one of them 
is, in its way, satisfying. liked No. 27 
(A Landscape in Provence) for its colour, 
No. 28 (Dublin from Jervis Street Hos- 

ital) for its atmosphere, and No. 9 (St. 
Paul's) for its composition. 

Tho exhibition was opened by Miss Baker, 
Diplomée de l’Ecole du Louvre, who gave 
us a brief survey of the painter’s back- 
ground, and mentioned the fact that -his 
painting was based upon the three age-old 
‘‘musts’’ of art—colour, lines and senti- 
ment. M. de Loubajac said a few words 
himself, begging the people to try to forget 
his somewhat unusual method of entrance 
into the country.

THE ARTIST'S VISION 


“There is much in common between art 
and the higher states of sanctity: artists and 
saints are both seers,” said the Very Rev. 
E. Leen, C.8.Sp., yesterday, in the first part 
of his paper on “ The Philosophy of Art,” 
read before the Study Circle of the Catholic 
Central Library, Merrion square, Dublin, 

The artist penetrated beyond phenomena 
to the underlying reality: the reality which 
he saw was not mere truth, but truth clothed in 
beauty. Art imitated nature—nature active, 
not passive. Aristotle held that there was 
such a thing as natural inspiration—a power 
of vision that distinguished the artist from 
the artisan: he made forms and colours and 
rhythmic movements flash on the mind of 
the beholder a truth that was more than 
earthly.

Mr. Martin's round Mr. Martin went into 
the shops and did not sell at the van. 
At least 90 per cent, of the customers 
were served within ten yards of the van, 
and about 50 per cent. were served within 
six yards of it.
